The ca. 1901 Eby-Potts House meets Historic Landmark Designation
Criteria 1, 3, 6, 9, and 11:

1. Character, interest, or value as part of the development,
heritage or cultural characteristics of the City of Austin, State of
Texas, or the United States. The house is located in Gypsy Grove,
an 1891 addition to the city, platted by the Penn family. This
neighborhood was given its name because of its location on the site
of an old Gypsy campground, close to the Capital City Fairgrounds
(upon which Hyde Park was platted in 1891), and the State Lunatic
Asylum (now Austin State Hospital). Early names for the streets in
Gypsy Grove indicate an attachment for the exotic: present 33
Street was originally known as “Uarda” Street, while 34™ Street was
nriginally Karnak Street, and 31 ¥ Street was Osiris Street., This
ca. 1210 house was the first on this side of the street and cne of
tha first in the neighborhood.

3. Embodiment of distinguishing characteristics of an architectural
type or specimen.

The Eby-Potts House is a good example of American Foursguare design.
It is a simple box house with a low hipped roof and prominent front
porch. This house is an interesting variation of the American
Foursquare: while the typical Foursquare house has a symmetrical
facade, this hcouse has an offset front docor. American Foursquare
housas were very popular in the Midwest and South at the turn of the
20™ century for their pragmatic design, efficient use of space, and
simple design.

6. Relationship te other distinctive buildings, sites or areas which
are eligible for preservation according to a plan based on
architectural, historic, or cultural motif.

The Ebhy-Potts House is located in a potential historic district in
Gypsy Grove.

9.Exemplification of the cultural, economic, social, ethnic or
historical heritage of the city, state or the United States.

The house portrays the lifestyle and means ¢f prominent members of
the faculty of the University of Texas. This house was ccocupled by

Frederick W. Bby and Charles Shirlesy Potis, both eminenl professors
at the University in the early 20" century. Pescause of its
proximity to the campus, Sypsy Greove attracted many pecpls
assonizted with the University

11. Identification with a person or persons who significantly
contributed to the culture and development of the city, state or
United States.

Frederick W. Eby (1574-144E) 1is the first listed cocupant of this

189%, did graduate work at the University of Chicago and earned his
Ph.D. from Clark University in Worcester, Massachusetts. He taught
at Baylor from 1900 to 1908, then came to the University of Tezas in
1909, and moved into this house a year later. He served as
professor and chair of the Department of History and Philosophy of
Education. He promoted a spiritual emphasis in education, wrote a
history of the Texas public education system, and has been called
the “Father of the Texas Junior College Movement.” While Eby
resided in this house only for a few years, there are no other
houses remaining associated with him.

Samuel E. Gideon, who is more closely associated with Pemberton
Castle, purchased the house in 1920, and resided here for 3 years,
before develoring Pemberton Heights in West Austin., Gideon was a
prominent professor of architectural design at the University of
Texas. Gideon scld the propexty in 1923 to Charles 8. Potts {(1872-
1963). Potts, born near Weatherford, Texas, graduated from the
University of Texas in 1902 and from the University of Texas Law
School in 1909. He began teaching political science at UT in 1911,
and law in 1914. He was a founding member of the Texas law Review
in 1914. HE went to teach law at Washington University in $t. Louis
in 1926 and was named dean of the Schoecl of Law at Southern
Methodist University in 1227. He is especially known for his
contributions to the fields of criminal law and procedure and
constitutional law. He worked on the impeachment proceedings
against Governocr James E. Ferguson, and was a leader in reforming
Texas criminal procedure law.
